in 1964.

Government's Ability To Function 
Threatened, U.S. Lawyer Says

WASHINGTON (AP)— The 


federal government told the 
Supreme Court today that its 
ability to function has been 
challenged by publication of the 
secret Pentagon war study. 


Solicitor General Erwin N. 


Griswold, opening an historic 
argument before the court, said 
the constitutional issues raised 
by the publication of parts of the 
study by the New York Times 
and Washington Post go beyond 
the issue of free speech. 


"It also involves the fun- 


damental and important right of 
the government to function," 
Griswold said. 


As the rare Saturday court 


session began, Chief Justice 
Warren E. Burger said the court 
had denied the government's 
request that a portion of the 
argument be held in secret so 
that the classified documents 
involved could be discussed. 


However, Burger said he and 


two other justices 
would 


examine secret briefs prepared 
by both the government and the 
two newspapers before the court 
made a ruling. He gave no in- 


dication when that ruling might 
come. 


Attorneys for the newspapers 


are arguing that under the First 
Amendment the government 
has no authority to block 
publication. By a 5-4 vote 
Friday, however, the high court 
already cut into this position by 
continuing restraints imposed 
by lower courts. 


Each side was to have exactly 


one hour to argue, with the 
Times and the Post lawyers 
splitting their alloted hour. 


The justices were tentatively 


scheduled to recess Monday 
until October It was not known 
whether they will abandon these 
plans. 


The government's principal 


argument is that courts can 
prohibit publication of material 
posing a grave and immediate 
danger to the nation's security. 
The 
Justice 
Department, 


represented by Solicitor General 
Erwin N. Griswold, said the 
court recognized this principle 
in a 1931 decision. 


The ruling, barring sup- 


pression of an anti-Semitic 
newspaper in Minneapolis, also 


was cited by the Post and the 
Times as well since it stresses 
press liberty in addition to 
national security. 


The Times has been barred by 


two federal courts in New York 
since June 15 from publishing 
any of its stories based on the 47- 
volume study. It would have 
been permitted to resume today 
with material the government 
found unobjectionable. The 
Supreme Court is holding its 
hearing on the basis of an appeal 
by the Times. 


The Post, meanwhile, had won 


permission from two federal 
courts here to resume its series 
freely today. But the Justice 
Department appealed, which 
lead to the high court hearing. 


The ban on sensitive material 


until a decision is reached was 
imposed by a 5-4 vote. Sup- 
porting the restraint were Chief 
Justice Warren E. Burger and 
Justices John M. Harlan, Potter 
Stewart, Byron R. White and 
Harry A. Blackmun. Justices 
Hugo L. Black, William J 
Brennan Jr., Thurgood Marshall 
and William O. Douglas were 
against it.

Butter Production Statistics 
Show Boom Trend For Industry 


From a declining industry in - 


the late 1950s, butter production 
in California is now booming. 
Processing plants are installing 
new and sophisticated equip- 
ment, showing confidence in the 
future 


The State Department of 


Agriculture reports that more 
than 85 million pounds of butter 
was produced in California last 
year, more than twice the 1960 
production, and 21 million 
pounds 
was manufactured 


during the first three months of 
1971 
in the state's 18 butter 


making plants. 


Reasons for the marked in- 


crease in butter production are 
two-fold, according to R.L. Van 
Buren, the Department's Dairy 
Service Chief. 


One factor in the upswing of 


butter production is the in- 
creasing sale of low fat and 
nonfat milk, as the public 
becomes 
increasingly 
diet- 


conscious. This makes more 
cream available for butter 
production. 


Another factor is the increase 


in federal support prices for 


butter and skim milk powder, 
which has acted to bolster the 
manufacturing milk industry. 


What are the chances of a 


butter surplus? Even with last 
year's big production, California 
must still import 20 per cent of 
its butter from other states. 


Three of California's butter 


plants are using a new type of 
continuous butter churn. Cream 
goes in at one end of the 
big machine and butter comes 
out at the other end, with a 
production of 68 pounds every 


three minutes. The old churning 
methods used to take an hour 
and a half to accomplish the 
same thing. All butter today is 
made from sweet cream, in- 
stead of the sour cream from 
which it was churned in former 
years. 


The only sour cream in a 


modern creamery is that which 
is cultured and packaged for 
sale to season baked potatoes, 
use with fresh strawberries, and 
for other culinary purposes. 


With record participation in 


farm programs 
this year, 


American farmers have in- 
dicated overwhelming approval 
of the Administration's new 
agricultural legislation, George 
V. Hansen of the U. S. Depart- 
ment 
of 
Agriculture 
in 


Washington, D. C., told the 
California-Hawaii Association of 
ASCS County Office Employes 
at Childs Meadow Resort near 
Mill Creek today. 


Hansen, a former Idaho 


Congressman and now Deputy 
Administrator, State and County 
Operations for the Department's 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service said that 
in California, 107,463 of 
the 


eligible 122,312 wheat allotment 
acres had been signed into the 
program along with 222,572 out 
of the total 445,878 acres of feed 
grain base and 477,121 of the 
state's 527,536 cotton allotment 
acreage. 


Hawaii participates only in 


the Sugar Program. 


Nationally, he said, final 1971 


figures showed farms in the 
wheat program comprising 95 
per cent of the total national 
domestic allotment with cotton 
farms comprising 94 per cent of 
the national cotton allotment 
and farms in the feed grain 
program comprising 83 per cent 
of the national feed grain base. 


The USDA official based the 


success on two new changes in 
the annual wheat, feed grain and 
cotton programs included in the 
Agricultural Act of 1970, The 
cropland set-aside which helps 
farmers avoid overproduction

"The new set-aside approach 


frees farmers to do the kind of 
farming they are best equipped 
to do in terms of land, capital, 
equipment and other resour- 
ces,"he said, "and 
to meet 


world competition on quality, 
availability and price, we need 
to be efficient enough to make a 
profit while we're waging a 
strong and vigorous battle to 
remove existing trade barriers 
and to prevent new barriers to 
our farm products in the im- 
porting countries." 


Hansen identified another of

Crossbreeding Seen 
As Efficiency Helper 


FRESNO (AP) — California 


cattlemen are looking into cross 
breeding as a way to satisfy 
public demands for beef that is 
young, lean and tender. 


There are indications that 


"most commercial beef will 
result from crossbreeding in the 
future," according to Dr. R. T. 
Berg, University of Alberta 
animal genetics professor, at 
the 
California 
Livestock 


Symposium here last week. 


Crossbred cattle will improve 


beef 
production 
efficiency 


because, he said, "they either 
grow faster, produce more milk, 
nave leaner carcasses or excel 
in one or more of these traits." 


Berg added that cattlemen 


should consider use of two dairy 
type animals for crossbreeding 
— American Brown Swiss and 
Holstein-Friesan. 


He said their "possible use for 


beef 
production 
is 
just 


emerging." 


Berg warned the cattlemen 


that feedlot nutritional demands 
may be different for the faster 
growing, leaner crossbreeds, 
and the animals can be finished 
with feedlots by the time they 


are 12 to 14 months old. 


Cattlemen 
planning 
to 


crossbreed need to plan a long 
term approach, said Dr. Robert 
Debaca, professor of animal 
science at Iowa State Univer- 
sity. 


"Without a goal, a strategy, 


crossbreeding can be relatively 
chaotic," he said. Debaca added 
that "different crossbreeding 
schemes will be built for dif- 
ferent 
environmental con- 


ditions." 


This viewpoint was seconded 


by Dean Brown, a vice president 
with Sinton and Brown Co. of 
Betteravia, who said a suc- 
cessful crossbreeding program 
"must be tailored to the in- 
dividual's particular conditions 
of environmnent and markets." 


Brown also said top "quality 


purebred stock must be used "so 
crossbreeding can attain its 
ultimate in the production of 
edible meat." 


Berg said the one disad- 


vantage he has encountered 
with crossbreeding is that 
calves are heavier when born, 
causing greater difficulties with 
some births. 


Employment Deal

No.1 Chain

An expanded 
employment 


service for rural Californians 
has been announced by Wayne 
Taresh, manager of the Chico 
Farm Labor Office. 


Taresh said that, effective 


July 1, Farm Labor Services 
Division of the Department of 
Human Resources Development 
would change its name to the 
Rural 
Manpower 
Services 


Division "to reflect the scope of 
its increased functions." 


Rural Manpower Services 


Division, he said, will still serve 
farmers and farm workers as 
before, but it will offer a full 
range of manpower services 
formerly available only through 
the Department of Human 
Resources Development em- 
ployment service offices, most 
of which are located in urban 
areas of California. 


He said a fundamental aim of 


the new service will be to 
counter the migration of job- 
seekers from rural areas into 
the 
already 
overcrowded 


metropolitan areas. 


"We want to bring to rural 


people, employers and workers, 
manpower services equivalent 
in quantity and quality to those 
available to city 
people," 


Taresh said. 


Specific examples listed by 


Taresh: 


— Providing a job placement 


and recruitment service at no 
cost to the individual, taking job 
orders 
from employers and 


referring qualified workers to 
jobs. 


— Partial reimbursement of 


expenses to employers who

provide on-the-job training. 


— Institutional training to 


develop skills to meet specific 
occupational needs in various 
localities.

counseling, testing, vocational 
guidance and help to overcome 
employment barriers, physical 
or otherwise. 


— Services to employers, such 


as job analysis and restruc- 
turing of jobs to improve ef- 
ficiency 


— Generally to encourage 


existing rural industries to 
employ local workers and to 
attract new industries to provide 
services and employment for 
rural residents. 


"We believe that the time has 


come when these types of ser- 
vices must be delivered directly 
to where the people 
are," 


Taresh declared. "In fact, in the 
more remote areas, we'll be 
using mobile units as itinerant 
field offices. These units will 
also be used to help our man- 
power specialists produce a 
profile of each area's labor 
force, training needs, job op- 
portunities 
and industrial 


potential." 


Taresh said that the ultimate 


goal of California's Rural 
Manpower 
Services 
was 


elimination of any differences 
between manpower services 
available to rural people and 
those available to urban com- 
munities.

Milburn turned in the world 


record but it was hometown 
favorite Steve Prefontaine, 
Oregon's two-time NCAA three- 
mile champion, who brought the 
crowd to its feet. 


"It 
was beautiful, 
just 


beautiful," Prefontaine said, 
after he shattered the three-mile 
meet record with a 12-minute, 
58.6-second clocking that sur- 
passed the 13:10.4 mark by Bob 
Schul in 1965. 


Prefontaine's time was just 


off the American collegiate 
record of 12:53.2, set in 1966 by 
Gerry Lindgren of Washington 
State, who finished fourth 
Friday. 


OAKLAND (AP)— "Vida 


Blue is the best thing that has 
happened to the American 
League in 10 years," says 
second baseman Cookie Rojas of 
the Kansas City Royals. 


Rojas, along with 33,888 fans 


had just watched the Oakland 
A's pitcher rack up his sixth 
shutout of the season.

Friday night for his 16th victory 
of the season against only two 
defeats.
